I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  deport  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1968. 

Vital  Statistics 

There  is  now  an  appreciable  gap  between  the  birth  and  death  rates  which 
means  that  the  district  is  contributing  in  no  small  measure  to  the  rise  in 
population.  More  remarkable  is  the  fact  that  over  70L/o  of  deaths  occurred 
at  age  75  and  over.  The  earliest  death  was  in  the  late  30’ s.  This 
suggests  a  particularly  healthy  population. 

Infectious  Diseases . 

These  diseases  are  largely  confined  to  those  affecting  children  and 
with  a  few  exceptions  are  mainly  of  nuisance  value.  Any  infectious  o.isease 
in  a  child  not  in  good  physical  health  is  potentially  dangerous  and  some 
common  infections  cripple  even  the  healthy.  The  introduction  ox  a  measles 
vaccine  during  the  year  means  that  another  hazard  might  eventually  be 
eliminated  altogether.  In  future  children  will  be  offered  this  vaccine 
automatically,  and  more  complete  population  cover  will  be  achieved  by 
computer  recording  which  started  on  January  first. 

On  the  1st  October  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  19oo  came 
into  operation.  This  revised  the  list  of  notifiable  imectious  diseases  and 
tidied  up  much  of  the  law  relating  to  the  Department's  duties  in  relation 
to  these  and  food  poisoning.  Some  tightening  of  enquiries  into  immigrants 
health  has  now  been  made  possible  but  the  situation  is  far  from  satisfactory 
in  this  respect. 

5  nvir  onme  nt  H  e  al  th  „ 

The  Milton  Keynes  Development  Corporation  like  the  Newport  Pagnell  Urban 
District  Council,  has  accepted  the  desirability  of  creating  smoke  control 
areas  in  the  new  city  and  its  environs.  Much  preliminary  work  will  be 
required  before  proposals  can  be  put  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  on  present 
staff  this  is  impossible.  In  the  mean-time  a  measuring  gauge  for  atmospheric 
pollution  is  being  purchased.  One  hopes  that  the  additional  staxf  '-'.'ill  be 
available  by  the  time  smoke  control  areas  need  to  be  brought  into  operation. 

No  doubt  there  will  be  an  increased  amount  of  inspection  and  advisory 
work  even  before  the  new  city  population  builds  up.  Some  form  01  co-operation 
with  nei  glib  our  ing  Authorities'  Public  Health  Departments  will  be  essential 
in  order  to  cope  with  the  multiple  problems  to  be  laced  and  I  hope  to  be  able 
to  recommend  a  system  for  this  co-operation  in  the  near  xuture. 
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Health  Education 


One  of  the  monthly  themes  emphasized  this  year  was  "Poisoning  Hazards 
in  the  Home".  hith  the  kind  co-operation  of  chemists  the  public  were  invited 
to  hand  in  their  old  and  superfluous  drugs.  A  surprising  amount  of  tablets 

were  brought  in,  many  of  them  lethal  if  mis-used.  I  hope  that  many  people 
were  also  reminded  by  these  means  to  safe-guard  their  children  from  these 
dangers. 


Your  Public  Health  Inspector  organized  and  carried  out  two  excellent 
food  hygiene  courses  designed  for  food  handlers.  The  response  from  local 
trades-people  was  good  and  Mr.  Pickford  put  across  the  subject  in  such  a 
lively  way  with  audience  participation  ensuring  the  most  up  to  date 
principles  and  practices  were  driven  home.  He  is  following  these  courses 
by  discussions  with  tile  Managers  of  shops,  cafes,  and  public  houses  so  that 
staff  are  encouraged  and  given  support  to  use  the  safest  techniques.  The 
results  of  these  efforts  will  become  evident  in  the  course  of  time. 

It  is  of  some  concern  that  Salmonella  infection  is  a  constant  risk  and 
there  is  no  adequate  drug  treatment  for  this  infection.  The  carrier  rate 
is  high  and  the  only  way  this  can  be  kept  under  control  is  by  the  adoption 
of  the  best  techniques  in  food  handling  and  personal  hygiene. 

I  must  thank  the  Council  and  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  the 
interest  they  always  show  in  Public  Health  work.

A  total  of  1,120  visits  were  made  to  various  types  of  premises.  111 
complaints  were  received  and  89  Informal  Notices  were  served. 


The  Department  also  carries  the  responsibilities  of  Housing  Management 
and  334  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  Council  houses.  A  report  on  the 
housing  position  is  attached  to  the  end  of  this  report. 


Much  credit  is  due  to  my  secretary  who  has  contributed  a  great  deal  to 
the  work  of  the  Department  by  her  hard  work  and  keen  interest.  Thanks  are 
also  due  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

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The  restaurants  at  the  Service  Area  of  the  M.l  received  regular  attention 
during  the  year.  These  restaurants  serve  an  average  of  5,000  meals  per  day  an 
failure  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  could  have  serious  repercussions 
over  a  very  wide  area.  The  general  standard  of  hygiene  was  good,  ouo  a 
temporary  fall  in  standard  at  one  period  made  it  necessary  to  draw  the 
Managements  attention  to  the  fact.  An  immediate  improvement  followed  and 
co-oneration  from  the  management  has  been  excellent.  Some  difficulty  nas  also 
been'  experienced  with  the  storage  of  refuse  and  kitchen  waste  prior  to  collection. 
This  was  mainly  due  to  the  failure  of  staff  to  carry  out  instructions,  allowing 
the  storage  bins  to  remain  uncovered  and  the  area  to  become  dirty  and  untidy. 

The  Management  are  now  paying  more  attention  to  tnis  matber. 

In  October  a  course  of  instruction  in  food  hygiene  was  launched  and  was 
attended  by  66  food  workers  from  25  different  firms.  The  sessions  were  held 
in  the  afternoon,  employers  being  asked  to  release  employees  ior  one  nour  per 
week.  In  order  to  make  it  possible  for  every  member  of  a  shop  s  stall  to 
attend,  each  session  was  held  twice  on  successive  days,  the  entire  course  ran 

for  a  period  of  six  weeks. 

The  course  included  the  use  of  films,  slides  and  other  visual  aids  _ 
including  microscopes  and  bacteriological  cultures.  Small  practical . experiments 
v;ere  used  and  group  discussions  were  included.  The  result  was  a  varied 
programme  which  held  the  interest  of  those  attending. 

Following  the  final  session  a  social  evening  was  held  when  certificates 
of  attendance" were  presented  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  the  \  ice 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  a  food  hygiene  quiz  held  between 
the  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  classes.  It  it  felt  that  althougn  the  course 
involved  a  great  deal  of  preparation  and  was  time  consuming,  it  was  nevertheless 
very  worth  while.  It  did  much  to  create  good  relationships  between  food  st-uis 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  particular  appreciation  for  the  help  given  by 
the  Headmaster  and  staff  of  Radcliffe  Comprehensive  School,  .Volverton,  and  tne 
Director  and  ataff  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  who  readily  gave 
advice  and  loaned  equipment  for  the  course. 

One  disappointing  feature  of  the  course  was  the. fact .that  only  one  person 
attended  from  the  licensed  trade.  Standards  of  hygiene  in  public  houses  have 
left  much  to  be  desired  and  is  a  feature  which  calls  for  further  attention. 

Glass  washing  metnods  are  far  from  satisfactory  in  several  establishments  and 
the  use  of  domestic  kitchen*,  often  small  and  badly  constructed,  xOi  t 
preparation 'Of  meals  is  becoming  increasingly  common.  indications. ax  .  ^  " 

majority  of  public  house  landlords  have  little  knowledge  of  tne  basic  principles 

of  food  hygiene. 

A  further  point  arising  from  the  course  is  that  tne  majority  of  those 
attending  were  shop  assistants.  Managements  and  Proprietors  were  ^or  ne  . 
part  absent.  They  should  be  at  least  as  knowledgeable  as  their  assistants 
and  an  appropriate  course  of  instruction  for  them  would  be  of  value.  it  is 
still  necessary  however,  to  win  the  interest  of  this  group  ox  peop  e.  ° 

1969  it  is  planned  to  continue  the  '''Clean  Pood"  campaign  by  appealing,  o  ie 
public  for  their  interest  and  support,  using  various  items. of  publici  y,  y 
approaching  Managements,  and  by  instituting  regular  bacteriological  sampling 

for  cleanliness.

Unsatisfactory 


Some  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  Manufacturer  both  with  regard  to 
the  condition  of  the  premises  and  the  quality  of  the  samples.  The  business 
was  taken  over  early  in  the  year  by  two  Italians  who  appeared  to  have  little 
knowledge  of  the  standard  of  hygiene  necessary.  Both  hot  and  cold  mixes 
were  produced,  although  the  equipment  did  not  comply  with  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment)  Regulations. 

Strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  bring  about  an  improvement  but  the 
business  closed  down  in  September  and  has  not  been  re-opened. 


UNSOUND  POOD 


The  following  quantities  of  unsound  food  were  surrendered  during  the  year 

Canned  Meats  47  lbs. 

Other  Canned  Poods  28  lbs. 

Frozen  foods  49  lbs. 

Two  complaints  of  foreign  matter  in  food  were  received  by  the  Department. 
The  first  concerned  a  piece  of  paper  in  a  cake,  the  second  concerned  a  piece 
of  woody  material  in  a  jar  of  jam.  Both  cases  were  taken  up  with  the 
Manufacturers  and  the  Public  Health  Committee  decided  that  no  further  action 
should  be  taken. 

The  Bedford  Meat  Company  continued  to  send  carcases  of  beef  affected 
with  Cysticercus  Bovis  slaughtered  at  the  abattoir  situated  in  the  Kempston 
Urban  District  to  the  cold  store  of  Messrs.  Fleet,  61  High  Street. 

Inspections  were  made  to  ensure  that  the  carcases  we re  stored  for  the  required 
period  of  time.  Eight  carcases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.

Considerable  attention  was  paid  to  these  preraises  during  the  year.  It 
was  intended  to  carry  out  a  detailed  inspection  of  all  promises  reuis  ere 
under  the  Act  but  pressure  of  work  prevented  this  from  being  aonxevec .  " 

possible  to  carry  out  45  detailed  inspections  and  a  total  of  73  visits  were  made. 


198  contraventions  were  found  and  in  every  case  the  occupier  was  notified 
in  writing.  Details  of  premises  registered  and  the  contraventions  founr  a 
set  out  in  the  tables  below. 


Particular  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  ventilation  ox  shops, 
appears  to  be  common  practice  to  design  shop  fronts  without  any  ventilation 
opening  and  occupiers  proved  reluctant  to  comply.  In  the  absence  o  any 
prescribed  standard  of  ventilation  it  is  difficult  to  demand  openings  o 
adequate  size,  the  occupiers  claim  that  the  door  provides  a  sufficient  supply 

of  fresh  air. 


Accidents 

Accidents  occurring  on  premises  registered  under  the  Act  and  which  cause 
an  employee  to  be  absent  from  work  for  more  than  three  days,  are  required  o 
bo  notified  to  the  Local  Authority.  Three  such  accidents  were  reported 
during  1968.  Investigation  of  the  accidents  did  not  reveal  any  Particula 
contraventions  of  the  Act.  This  is  an  important  provision  of  the  O^ces, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  but  many  Managements  do  not  seem  ^lotion, 
of  it.  There  would  appear  to  be  a  need  for  some  publici  y  u  °

Six  of  these  properties  stood  vacant  at  the  beginning  cu  bio 
year  and  the  acceptance  of  undertakings  served  to  regularise  the  position. 

0?  the  remaining  four,  the  tenants  of  three  of  the  houses  were  rehoused  by 
the  Council  and  one  remains  occupied.

Under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  i960,  noise  or  vibration  which  xs  a  nuisance 
can  be  dealt  with  as  a  Statutory  Nuisance  under  part  three  of  tne  Public  wealth 
Act  1936.  These  Statutes  impose  a  duty  on  Council' s  to  take  steps  to  reduce 

noise  nuisances. 

Seven  complaints  of  noise  were  roc  ived  by  tne  Department  during  tne  year. 
Pour  related  to  domestic  activities  such  at  T.V.  sets,  barking  dogs  arr 
noisey  occupants  of  houses,  in  each  ca.se  an  informal  approach  rougn 

an  improvement. 

A  total  of  twenty  visits  were  made  in  connection  witn  noise  complaints. 

One  'complaint  related  to  the  roadworks  in  the  High  Street  which  spread  over 
several  months  of  the  year.  By  approaching  the  Contractors  concerned  an 
electrical  generator  used  in  conjunction  with  temporary  traffic  lignts  was 
removed,  and  pneumatic  drills  were  fitted  with  mufflers  in  several  cases.  . 
Unfortunately"  mufflers  were  not  fitted  in  every  case  and  some  avoidable  noise 
was  experienced.  In  this  respect  circular  59/68  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  pointed  out  that  Local  Authorities  may  wisn  to  consider 
taking  proceedings  against  firms  using  breakers  without . effective  silencers. 
Statutory  Undertakers  are  however,  exempt  from  the  provision  ox  the  Boise 
Abatement  Act  and  the  matter  was  taken  up  informally  with  tne  v7ater.  Gas  and 
Electricity  Undertakings  and  with  the  Bucks.  County  Council.  Ai-i  tne 
Undertakers  except  the  Electricity  Board  replied  that  steps  were  Being  amen 
to  secure  the  use  of  silencers.  No  information  has  been  received  irom  the 
Electricity  Board.  The  Council's  Engineer  and  Survsi'or  has  also  agreed  to 
incorporate  a  clause  in  any  appropriate  contracts  to  restrict  noise  mom 
compressors  and  road  drills. 

Road  traffic  continues  to  be  a  troublesome  source  of  noise . in  the  town. 
Some  control  on  noise  from  road  traffic  and  vehicles  has  been  given  to  the 
Police  but  it  is  disappointing  to  learn  that  the  Police  Authorities  in  tms 
area  have  not  carried  out  any  sound  measurements  to  enforce  tne  legal  standards. 
So  far  as  could  be  ascertained  there  are  no  plans  to  implement  the  provisions 
in  the  near  future.  It  seems  unfortunate  that  Public  deal th  Inspectors  are 
in  the  position  of  having  no  powers  in  a  subject  in  which  they . are  deeply 
interested.  Heavy  traffic  levels  will  undoubtedly  burden  society  for  a  long 
while  to  come  and  future  town  planning  must  take  into  account  the .environmental 
advantages  to  be  gained  by  keeping  traffic  movement  to  a  minimum  in  residential 

areas.

During  1968  the  extensions  to  the  existing  sewage  works  were  completed. 
The  works  are  now  designed  for  a  total  population. of  7,000  thus  allowing  ior 
a  further  increase  of  1,000  in  the  tovfn' s  population. 

The  new  river  crossing  was  also  completed  although  some  teething  troubles 
were  experienced  with  the  temporary  pumping  station.  This  sewer  will 
accommodate  the  300  houses  and  a  school  to  be  constructed  on  the  H.3  site. 


The  sewer  in  Little  Linford  Lane  and  Wolverton  Road  caused  some 
trouble  during  the  year  by  surcharging.
